4 Procession of Worms Seen In Han. | 
gary and Norway. | 

In of the Hungarian forests 
anid in the pine woods of Norway there | 
exists a tiny, wormlike insect called | 
the scinra, of the genus tipula, Dur. | 
ing the month of July or early iu Au 
gust they gather together in large 
numbers, preparatory to migrating in 
search of food or for change of con- 
dition, When setting out on this Jour. | 
ney they stick themselves together by 
means of some glutinous matter and 
form a huge serpent-like mass, often | 
reaching a length of between forty and 
fifty feet and several inches in thick 
ness, As the sclura is only on an ay- 
erage about three thirty-seconds of an 
inch in length, with no appreciable 
breadth whatever, the number required 
to compose a continuous line of the 
size ubove mentioned is almost tnecal 
culable, Their pace is, of course, very 
slow, and upon meeting an obstacle, 
such as a stick or stone, they will | 
either writhe over or around it, some 
times breaking into two bodies for this 
purpose, 

M. Guerin-Meneville, a celebrated

Text of the Lesson, Gen, 1, 1-25—Mem- 
ory Verses, 1-8—Golden Text, Gen. 
i, 1—Commentary Prepared by Rev.

We are now to have a whole year in 
what ts called the Old Testament, the 
Scriptures which Jesus so loved and 
which He was always quoting and 
opening up and heartily Indorsing. 
We are to spend nine months In the 
books of Moses and the last quarter in 
Joshua to Samuel. We will do well to 
bear in mind that all Seripture con- 
cerns Himself, all was written by the 
Spirit of God, and all things written 
in the law of Moses, the prophets and 
the Psalms concerning Him must be 
fulfilled (Luke xxiv, 27, 44). There is 
nothing within our reach so much to 


be prized as the knowledge of God 
Wer, ix, 23, 24), and Dr, Andrew Mur 
riy says concerning the Bible, ‘The 
central thought of this book is God; its 
one object is te reveal God, and in 
reading it our chief desire should be 
to know God." The book as a whole 


is the story of this earth on which we 
live and the purpose of God concern 
ing it. ‘The first two chapters of Gen 
esis and the last two of Revelation tell 
us of the earth as ft was and as it will 
be again, without any sin or sorrow 
or devil or curse, Between Gen, fil 
and Rey, xx ft is, as Dr. Weston says 
the story of the conflict! between 
Christ and the devil for man and his 
inheritance, the earth, 

The opening sentence of our lesson Is 
u dateless statement telling us in a 
few mighty words how heaven and 
earth came into existence. Literally It 
is “the heavens and the earth.” That 
God the Father created all things by 
and for Jesus Christ is seen in John 1, 
1-3; Col. i, 16, 17. That all was done 
by His word and spoken into existence 
out of nothing is seen in Pg, xxxill, , 


0; Heb. xi, 8 Some of the comfort 
that comes to a child of God from 
these facts may be*seen in Isa, X1, 


26-31; Jer, xxxil, 17; Acts iv, 24-31. 
That the earth was uot created with- 
out form and vold we learn from Isa, 
xly, 18. It is more plain in the Revised 
Version by comparing verse 2 with that 
passage. ‘The two words translated 
“without form and void" are found in 
combination only in two other places 
(Isa, xxxiv, 11; Jer, iv, 28), and in each 
they refer to the result of a catastro 


phe. The inference from this record 
in Genesis is that in the far distant 
past, “the beginning.’ God made the 


heavens and the earth good, us Ile al 
Ways makes all things, but that some 
thing happened which resulted in the 


confusion and emptiness of verse 2 
The six days’ work of our lesson is 
therefore not the record of the crea- 


tion, but of a restoration, for it is no 
where written that in six days the 
Lord created the heaven and the earth, 
but it is written that “in six days the 


Lord made heaven and earth” (Ex, 
xx, 11). See the two words in Gen 
ii, 8. The beautiful part of it is that 


all was done by the Spirit of God and 
the word of God, no one and no thing 
hindering. Note in verse 2, “The Spirit 
of God moved or brooded;” then notice 
the ten times “And God said.’ Notice 
also the other verbs, saw, divided, call- 
ed, made, created, blessed, ended, rest 
ed, finished, sanctified, given, in this 
section ending with chapter il, 3. Note 
the sentences, “God saw that it was 
good,” und “It was so,” each used sev 
en times, and also the twice seven 
times’ use of the word “let.” It is cer: 
talnly a magnificent picture of God 
working unhindered and accomplish 
Ing His good pleasure, the result being 
a perfect earth without sin or snffer- 
Ing or curse of any kind and, as we 
shall in our next lesson, man in 
the image of God {n communion with

Making Paint With Skim Milk. 

Stir into a gallon of milk about three 
pounds of Porthind and add 
sufficient Venetian red palnt powder to 
impart a good color, Any other colored 
paint powder thay as well be used, The 
skiin milk willhold the paint in suspen 
sion, but the cement, being heavy, will 
sink to the bottom, so that it becomes 
necessary to keep the mixture well 
stirred with a paddle, Mix only enough 
at a time for one day's use. Six hours 
after painting this paint will be as im 
movable and unaffected by water as a 
month old paint. Cases are on record 
of this sort of paint being in good con 
ditlon after twenty years, and it has 
preseryed the wood admirably The 
addition of carbolic acid or some other 
disinfectant makes It suitable for 
dairy work, as it then has a cleansing 
effect.

God, taving again made everything 
beautiful on this earth and having fill 
ed the air, the earth and the sea with 
living creatures, completes His work 
by creating man in His own image to 
rule over all, and the Scriptures make 
it clear that it Is the eternal purpose 
of God that man shall ruie over and 
control all things on earth, ‘Thou 
mndest him to have dominion over the 
works of ‘Thy hands; Thou hast put all 
things under his feet’ (Ps, vill, 6). 
That this shall be the conclusion of the 
Whole matter we learn from | Cor, xv, 
25-28. The present condition, with an 
assurance of the future, is seen in Teb. 
il, 8 9 “We see not yet all things put 
under Him, but we see Jesus.” 

“Let us make man in our image” Is 
strongly suggestive (to say the least) 
of the couneil of the ‘Trinity and car 
ries us over to Isa, vi, 8, “Whom 
shall 1 send, and Who will go for us?” 
where we have both the Unity and the 
Trinity. ‘There Is some light upon the 
likeness or image of God in which man 
was created In Col, lil, 10, with Iph. iv, 
28, 24, but Christ is spoken of as the 
mage of God in Col, 1, 15; Heb. 1, 38; 11 
Cor. iv, 4; and when the story is tin 
ished His redeemed shall be like [im 
(Phil, til, 20, 21; T John ffi, 2). Now tt 
is our privilege to become more like 
Him every day, beholding THlm = at 
God's right hand for us and aecepting 
all things as from Him (il Cor, til, 18). 

The creation of the first man and 
woman, described in these words, “So 
God created man in Hls own image, in 
the image of God created Hle him;

BIENNIAL ELECTION 


Some of the Boston papers, notably 
the Heraid, and not a few influential 
ones outside of the Hub, are agitating 
the question of biennial elections for 
Massachusetts, It is a good move. 

This paper, several years ago, advo 
cated biennial elections for this State ; 
but it received no support, or encour- 
agement, so the matter was dropped 
out of these columns. Boston, espec- 
ially the tavernkeepers of that city, | 
wouldo’t for a moment listen to such a 
preposition, but was ready with money 
aud brains to defeat it, if anybody 
should have the temerity to suggest 
such athing to the Legislature. The 
country press were then as strenuous 
in opposition to biennials as their 
brethren of the Metropolis; but the 
whirligig of time has changed things. 

There are only 4 or 5 States in the 
Union that hold aunual elections, and 
there is nu good reason why Massa- 
chusetts should not abandon the worn- 
out and expensive habit, join the great 
majority, and go in for bieunials. 
There is no end of solid arguments 
that might be advanced in support of 
it. A man, whose thinking machinery 
is properly adjusted and in good work- 
ing order, needs no arguments to eu 
able him to see ata glance the advan- 
tages of the biennial over the anoual 
system, or reasons to convince him 
that it would be money in Massachu- 
sett’s pocket, and greatly conduce to 
her moral uplift, to adopt the 2 year 
system of elections aud Legislature 
sessions. 


CRANE ELECTED. 

Last Wednesday the Great and Geo- 
eral Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts elected William Murray 
Crane United States Senator for the 
term of six years from March 4, 1907. 
He is vow filling the vacancy oc- 
casioned by the death of Senator Hoar. 

The choice of ex-Governor Crane 
was a good one.

When Lincoln and Douglas on the 
debating platform at Quincy, Illinois,

The Cauliflower, 
Of the word “cauliflower” a writer 
in the London Chronicle says: “The 


modern spelling is artificial, and if we 
were to write jC as we pronqunee It, 
‘collyflower,’ we should be taking a 
step back In the natural direction. ‘Co- 
leflorye,’ as they spelled it in the six- 
toenth century, brings out the true 
meaning of the vegetable’s name 

‘flowered cabbage’—‘cole’ being an old 
word for cabbage and ‘florye’ repre- 
senting the French ‘flori,’ or ‘fleurl,’ 
flowered. But because In Latin it was 
ealled ‘cauliflora’ {t began to be writ- 
ten ‘colleflorie’ or ‘collyflorie’ in Eng- 
lish, probably by deliberate assimila 
tlon to the Latin, and eventually even 
to be written ‘caull,’ though still pro- 
nounced ‘colly.’” Meanwhile the second 
part of the word got popularly corrupt- 
ed to ‘flower,’ "

The Typewriter. 

Although he was not the first to de- 
vise a machine for typewriting, John 
Pratt won the distinction of inventing 
the first working typewriter thot se- 
cured a sale. Tle was born In Cnion- 
ville, S. C., on April 14, 1831, and in 
18U4, with his wife, he went to Eng- 
land, Pratt devoting his time to the in- 
vention of a mechanism which he des- 
iguated the “pterotype,” the first prac- 
tical typewriter. Provisional protection 
to the invention was granted by the 
British government In February, 1864, 
and on Dee, 1, 1866, letters patent No. 
3163 were granted to Pratt. On re- 
turning to the United States, in 1868, 
he secured letters patent in this coun- 
try. Mr. Pratt was the first inventor 
of a machine in which a type wheel 
was moved by key levers, and he was 
the first man to make and sell type- 
writers, haying sold several in London 
fu 1867,

This great adversary seems to need 
a ereature through whom to work, and 
to reach Adam and Eve he selects the 
Wisest and possibly the most beautiful 
of all God's creatures, the serpent, 
Which at that time, as is clear from 
verse 14, did not, as now, go upon his 
belly.

Last Monday President Roosevelt 
won a notable victory over Foraker 
and others of his Senatorial critics in 
the Brownsville 25th Regiment affair, 
and put them to flight.

The story of Noah and the condition 
of affairs on earth in his day is also 
spoken of by our Lord, and in connec: 
tion with the startling statement that 
the age In which we are now living 
shall withes at its close the same wun 
godliness that was manifest in the 
tine of Noah (Matt. xxiv, 37-30; Luke 
xvil, 26, 27). He who declares the end 
from the beginning and who ts Him- 
self the beginning and the end, the 
first and the last, whose counsel stands 
and who does all His pleasure, who 
brings to pass What Ile speaks and 
does all that He purposes (Isa. xlvi, 
11; Rev. xx, 15), has told us this, and 
it surely becomes us to give good heed 
to all that Ile has said 

In the end of Gen, iv we have the 
ungodly line of Cain traced for several 
generations down to Lamech, another 
murderer and blasphemer and rebel 
agalust God's plan of one woman for 
one man, In this ungodly line we have 
the first musicians and also the first 
artificers in brass and tron, There 
need be nothing sinful about either of 
these, but It Is a sad fact that in our 
own time the highest talent on these 
and other Iines Is, as a rule, rather on 
the side of unbellef than of faith, 

In chapter vy we have the first ten

generations of the godly line of Seth, | 


whom God gave to Eve, Instead of 
Abel, beginning with the words, “This 
is the book of the generations of 
Adam,” and In verse 8 {t Is said con- 
cerning Seth that Adam begat a son in 
his own Iikeness after his Image. Since 
sin cnme all have been born In the like- 
ness of sinful man, not In the Hkeness 
of God, 

Contrast Matt, 1, 1, “The book of the 
generation of Jesus Christ,” It Is only 
when we receive Him that we are 
born of God and His Image begins to 
be formed In us, 

Chapters vi to ix, In which we have 
but one lesson, tell of the consumma- 
tion of Iniquity In that age and its 
overthrow, Noah and his family being 
the only people saved, By the unton 
of the sons of God and the daughters 
of men, the godly and the ungodly, pos- 
sibly fallen angels and human belngs, 
every Imagination of the thoughts of 
men’s hearts became evil continually 
(vl, 1-12), and men sald unto God, ‘De- 
part from us and what can the Al- 
mighty do?” (Job xxii, 17.) Then God 
gave Noah Instructions to build an ark 
for the saving of his house, and he be- 
lieved God and obeyed, thus obtaining 
righteousness and condemning the 
world (Heb. xi, 7). 

A study of the three arks of Scrip- 
ture snd the object for which each 
was mide Js most instructive. Noah 
nnd recelyed most minute In- 
structions how to build theirs, and we 
may safely conclude that Jochebed 
was Instructed also. In the tabernacle 
and temple God was the sole architect, 
and in all the plan of redemption man 
lias no voice whatever. The ark being 
finished, the Lord called Noah and his 
house to come in. Consider the “comes” 
of Isn, |, 18; lv, 1; Matt, xi, 28; Rev. 
xxil, 17, ete. Then there went in unto

Noah into the ark a male and female of ! 


all creatures and of the clean creatures 
by sevens, as the Lord commanded, The 
Lord shut him in, the flood came as the 
Lord had said, and for one whole year 
and seventeen days they continued tn 
the ark. Compare chapter vii, 10, 11, 
with chapter viii, 15,14. What a time 
of falth and patieuce it must have 
been, but God was thinking of His 
servant (viii, 1).

If a man had purchased his bride tn 
the days of Ethelbert and afterward 
concluded be liad paid too much for 
her, it was lawful for him to return her 
to her former owner and claim again 
the purchase price, provided that he 
had not previously expressed satisfac 
tion by makipey the bride a present on 
the morning after the wedding 

The next step was the “foster lien,” 
when the bride price was paid on the 
day of espousal and was supposed to 
compensate the parent for the cost of 
bringing up his daughter, It seems, 
however, that this soon fell into disre 
pute, as there was no law against the 
futher engaging his daughter to nu- 
merous suitors, taking from each the 
“foster lien’ and, of course, cheating 
all but one on the wedding day, which 
at that time was only the day of be 
trothal, when the suitor gave a ‘twed" 
or pledge for the future performance of 
his contract. If the suitor did not claim 
his bride within two years after the 
wedding day, he forfelted all right to 
her and to whatever money or goods he 
lad paid for her, If the woman and her 
father broke their promises, the father 
had to give the suitor four times as 
much as the suitor had already pald 
him,

price wus given to the woman herself 
and became her dowry, while nowa- 
days the tables are frequently turned, 
and thé bride settles the money on her 
husband,

SALT RIVER.

The common potato was at the time 
of the discovery of America in culti- 
yation from Chile, to which {ft is in 
digenous, along the greater part of the 
Andes as far north as to New Grana 
da. It was introduced from Quito Inte 
Spain about 1580 under the name of 
* which in Spanish it still bears 
Vrom Spain it foun its way to Italy, 
Where it became kn yn as “tartufta- 
lo.” and thence was es.ried to Mons, in 
Belgium, by one of the attendants of 
the pope's legate to that country. In 
1588 it was sent by Philippe de Sivry, 
wovernor of Mons, to the botanist, De 
I’ Eeluse, professor at the University 
of Leyden, who in 1601 published the 
first good description of it under the 
hame of “Papas peruanorum,” and 
stated that it had then spread through- 
out Germany. Recommended in France 
by Caspar Bauhin, the culture of the 
tuber rapidly extended in 1592 through- 
out Franche Comte, the Vosges and 
Burgundy. But the belief becoming 
prevalent that it caused leprosy and fe- 
ver, it underwent an ordeal of persecu- 
tion from which it did not recover un- 
til three-quarters of a century after- 
ward,

4 FAMOUS GAMESTER, 


Amazing Skill of Captain John 
Scott at Whist. 


HIS RAPID ROAD TO WEALTH. 


The Winnings of the “Gentleman Gam- 
bler” at White's, In London, In the 
Eighteenth Century Exceeded $5,000,- 
OCO—Fox's Reckless Play. 


Of all the gentlemen gamblers at the 
close of the eighteenth century in Eng- 
land a single one is neted for the Im- 
inensity and the regularity of his win 
nings. This was Jolin Seott, who, be- 
ginning as a penniless captain, wound 
up bia career as a millionaire general, 
On the subject of the campaigns he 
conducted history is silent, but) con- 
temporary London was full of talk of 
his marvelous luck with dice and cards, 
nnd the marital misfortunes of his liter 
life gave more material for the gossips, 

Writing to Richard Bentley from Ar- 
lington street on Feb, 25, 1755, Horace 
Walpole says: 

“The great event is the catastrophe 
of Sit John Bland, who has flirted 
away his whole fortune at hazard, He 
Cother night lost in reekless play an 
immense sum toa Captain Scott, who 
at present has nothing but a few debts 
and his commission,” 

Sir John Bland, to conclude here the 
history of that Juckless dicer, shot 
himself dead, after losing the last of 
his fortune, In Wippax park, 

Captain John Seott was of that 
branch of the numerous Scott family 
of which Sir Waller was a member, 
and his ancestor in the thirteenth cen 
tury was that famous chemist, Michael 
Scott, who won the name of wizard. A 
later Scott distinguished himself in the 
time of Charles IL, by marrying, when 
he was himself only fourteen years 
old, a lady who was three years his 
junior. The bride was Mary, countess 
of Bueeleveh, in her own right) the 
richest heiress in Scotliund. The mar 
ringe was a secret one, and none of the 
friends and few of her family were in- 
formed of it until the day after, The 
youthful bridegroom did not profit 
greatly by this match, for his bride died 
ut thirteen. Ifer sister Anne, who sue- 
ceeded to her titles and estates, made 
a marriage with the pet son of Charles 
IL, Monmouth, and had a numerous 
family. 

It was sixty years later, or about 1750, 
that young Scott, son of the laird of 
Scott’s Tarvet, entered King George's 
army. ‘lwo years later he was in Lon- 
don and in the midst of the most reck 
set of spendthrifts, rakes and 
gamesters that English society has ever 
known, Sir John Bland was only one 
of a thousand rich young Englishmen 
who threw away fortunes over the 
“aming table at White's. The one his- 
toric loser of that era was Charles 
James lox, Pitt's rival. Tox gambled 
away, all told, no less than $5,000,000, 
Scott was the very antipodes of Fox, 
When he died, at a ripe old age, he left 
a fortune as great as that with which 
rox had begun, and every penny of it 
had won at the gaming table. 
Fox was a ripe scholar, Scott was al- 
most illiterate. Fox said that losing 
Was the next greatest pleasure to win- 
ning, Scott never lost or so rarely that 
it did not affect the serenity of his ca- 
reer as a winner. Fox would go home 
in the morning after a night in which 
he had gambled sway £10,000 or £20,- 
600 and immediately lose himself in a 
study of Sophocles or .Wschylus. Scott, 
like the sensible fellow he was, would 
button his cout over the portemonnaie 
in whieh he carried away winnings of 
an equal or even greater amount and 
immediately go to bed so as to be fresh 
for play in the evening, 

When Scott found himself in London 
and amid the wild young men of his 
era, he determined that gaming was 
his only chance of getting money. 
When he engaged himself to throw a 
series of mains with Sir John Bland, 
he had, as Horace Walpole puts it, 
nothing “but a few debts and his com- 
mission.’ His shrewdness taught him 
that there was nothing in dicing, at 
whieh a stupid man has as good a 
chance as a bright one, and so he 
speedily gave up hazard and applied 
himself to whist, at which game for- 
tune fights on the side of the skillful 
player. Never in the history of play 
did men gamble for such high stakes 
as Scott and his vietims did at White's 
between 1753 und 1780, Scott's system 
was an exceedingly simple one. He 
gave himsel’ the best of it in eyery 
possible way. He never went to the 
gaming table unless his head and his 
stomach were in the very best order, 
IJe never Jost his composure or his 
xood nature for an instant. He played 
a perfectly fair and honorable game, 
and at first he made it a rule never to 
play for more than a fixed sum, which 
he could atford to lose. Ife wen so 
steadily that It wasn't long before he 
was prepared to risk any sum which 
even the wealthiest or the most reck- 
less of his adversarles would venture 
to propose, 

A story which {lustrates capitally 
Scott's patience In the face of hard 
luck has been preserved, One night 
while he ws at the card 
Wis brought to him that his wife, the 
first Mra, Scott, had given birth to a 
girl 

“Ah,” he sald, “I shall have to dou- 
ble my stakes to make a fortune for 
this young lady.” 

Sut in a few hours he was £8,000 to 
the bad. Retaining his invariable ge- 
renity, he said he was sure of his luck 
returning, and at 7 a.m, he went home 
the winner of £15,000, That's the sort 
of play that went on at White's night 
after night during the years that John 
Scott was winning the largest fortune 
ever accumulated by a gentleman gam- 
bler.

The lesson today opens 
with Abram returning to God and to 
his altar at Bethel and again ealling on 
the name of the Lord. If through 
temptation we ever wander from God, 
let us quickly return, for if we confess 
our sins Ife is faithful and just to for 
give ne our sins, because of our advo- 
cate (Jolin ft, 0: ii, 1). Te who taught 
ns to forgive seventy times seven prac 
tiess the same Himself, and what a 
Wonder it fs that Tle so watehes over 
His wandering children that if any one 
dares to touch them He at once stands 
up for them (chapter xil, 17). 

Abram and Lot have now grown so 
rich that it is Impossible for them to 
dwell together, and when Abram saw 
that his herdmen and those of Lot 
were at strife in the presence of the 
inhabitants of the land he said that it 
must not be, but that they must peace- 
abiy separate So he gave Lot his 
choice of ali the land and said that he 
would take what Lot did not choose. 
lew this must have exalted Abram, 
but specially the God of Abram, in the 
eves of the heathen, amd that is the 
one thing the ehildren of God are on 
varth for, to magnify the name of the 
Lord, that Ile may be known 

Lot did not know God as his uncle 
Abram did, but was more apt to think 
of himse!f and his own welfare, so he 
took advantage of his unele's offer, 
probably with great alacrity, and was 
settling himself in the cities of 
the plain toward Sodom, not seeming 
the wickedness of the peo 
ple of Sodom, though he doubtless 
knew it (verses 12, 18), Lot lifted up 
his eyes, like so many now, just high 
enough to see something which appear 
ed to be to his advantage, regardless 
of what God had to say abont It. We 
do not read of Lot building an altar or 
ealling on the name of the Lord, 

This separation of Lot from Abram 
(verse 11) was a good thing for Abram 
and his servants, but it was a bad day 
for Lot when he went away from 
Abram. There are those who, be 
weak in themselves and not 
how to lean upon God, seem specially 
to need some godly person ever near 
them to counsel them and keep their 
eyes upon the Lord. Blessed are all 
who are willing to be separated from 
all that is net of God that they may 
live as near to Ilim as possible and 
walk humbly with Him. Nothing sepa- 
rates from the world Ilke the conscious 
and enjoyed presence of God, for 
Moses believed and taught and David 
nlso (Ex. xxxili, 16; IT Sam. vil, 28, 24), 
and the Spirit, through Paul, empha- 
sizes the same great truth (II Cor. vi, 
17, 18). On the other hand, as we

course learnedly on the dinhbolical 
properties of “hemlock digg’d i dark” 
and of “slips of yew silvered in the 
moon's eclipse.” They are supposed 
to have bad their favorite flowers as 
well as plants, and in Bngland at the 
present time foxglove is spoken of as 
“witeh bells” and harebells as “witeh- 
es’ thimbles.” The common ragwort 
Is well known as the ‘witches’ horse,” 
the tradition being that they mounted 
rank growths of that species of weed 
and “rode the skies,” just as the dame 
With the pointed hat rides the broom 
in the familiar picture. In Germany 
and throughout northern Burope it is 
the belief that witches float from place 
to place on beds of hay, composed 
largely of witches’ blossoms and “devil 
spikes,” this last being a species of 
dwarfed slough grass, St. Jolin’s wort, 
Which is now so popular for shoulder 
and buttonhole bouquets on St. John’s 
was formerly worn for the ex- 
press purpose of averting the crafts 
and subtleties of the witches, bogies, 
ghosts and spirits which the European

pyramids and consequently to prove it 
the most ancient piece of work in the 
world, Still there remained four lines 
enrvved on the base could not 
be read, but M. Tktressy deciphered 
them, and it appears that the toserip 
tion is In two parts, In the earlier 
lines there Is no mention of the sphinx, 
but the lines which date from the Der 
sian occupation mention the repair of 
the sphinx. There is, therefore, noth 
ing by which we can tell the date of 
the monument, and the only evidente 
we have is the headdress of the Colos 
sus. Its hood is orunmented behind 
with three bands, a large one between 
two smaller bands. Now, this Is a 
fashion which only existed toward the 
end of the twelfth dynasty in the 
reigns of Usurtesen IIL. and Amenem- 
het III. As this family showed much 
zeal for the god Tiarmaklin, whose por- 
trait the sphinx is, it is probable that 
the monument is the work of Amenem- 
het I1I.—London Globe.

Very remarkable is the shattering 
that results when skuils that have been 
filled with water or with wax are 
treated In this way, and If they are 
compared with others showing the ef- 
fects of bullet wounds under normal 
conditions it is easy to appreciate that 
the variations presented are depend- 
ent, in part at least, upon the dilfver- 
ence In the character of the contents,—

THE SULTAN’S SCREEN. 


It le Made of Tanned Human Skin 

Elaborately Decorated. 

There is a story told of a famous and 
curious screen which occupies a proml- 
nent place in the menage of the sultan 
of Turkey. It is made, so rumor hath 
it, of human skin, perfectly tanned and 
elaborately tooled and embossed, and 
it has been in the royal quarters for 
more tlian two centuries, This remark- 
able screen is not an evidence of eru- 
elty or barbarity on the part of Tur 
key's ruler 200 years ago, but is a 
memorial to twelve faithful servants 
of a former sultan, At one time dur- 
Ing the sultan's relgn 200 years ago 
a wing of the palace caught fire, and 
during the conflagration a much loved 
member of the sultan’s family was res- 
cued by twelve servants. The twelve 
servants perished, some of them dying 
later of their wounds and burns, so 
his majesty had thelr skins removed 
by an expert and had them preserved 
in this touching though remarkable 
manner, The screen is now looked up- 
on as a part of the ruler's inheritance, 
and it Is said that every sultan cher- 
{shes it almost as he would his own 
royal skin.—New York Herald. 


THE AGE OF FISHES. 


Both Ear Stones and Scales Carry the 
Annual Tally. 

It has been found by ichthyologists 
that the age of a fish may be read from 
its seales, These {nerease in size by 
annular growths, two rings being form- 
ed each year. The “otoliths’ or ear 
stones, which lie in two saes on efther 
side of the base of the cranial cavity, 
afford another means of determination, 

Like the seales, the otoliths increase 
by two rings annually. Each spring 
that is, from Iebruary to June—a white 
ring is formed, and each autumn—that 
Is, from July to October—a black one. 
Thus the number of elther white or 
black rings in an otolith gives the age 


of the fish in years. In the case of 
flatfish the latter method has been 
found more reliable, whereas In the 


ease of the cod the seales give a bet 
ter result. Although varying much ip 
size and shape In different species, the 
otoliths show a remarkable constancy 
In the sime species; hence they are 
of considerable value in the diagnosis 
of a species.—London Globe,

This certainly a pitiful story of 
human weakness and sin and unbelief 
and scheming to help God curry out 
Ilis purpose, Isanc’s desire for a mess 
of meat that he might 
Iisan before he died seems like weak 
hes, but what shall be said of Re 
bekah teaching Jacob to lie and willing 
to take the consequences upon hersel’? 
(Verse 13) We know that it is written 
of Abhnaziah, king of Judah, that “his 
mother was his counselor to do wick

ediy” (IT Chron, xxii, 8), but she was a 
Wicked woman and a murderess, We 
know also that Llerodias told her 


daughter to ask for the head of John 
tle Baptist, but we could expect noth- 
Ing better from such a one, Both Ath- 
‘inh and Terodias were the devil's 
own property, and he did as he pleased 
with them, but both Rebekah and Ja- 
cob were of God's chosen people, and 
better things are expected such, 
The devil seems to take special 
pains to get hold of the Lord's 
property, for thus he brings great 
(dishonor on the name of the Lord. 
We have already seen him gain- 
jing on ndvantage over Abraham and 
Isnac and Lot and Noah, and later he 
takes David and Solomon and Jehosha- 
phat and others. He asked for Job and 
Simon Peter; he Instilled unbelief and 
doubt and fear Into the minds even of 
those who were nearest to our Lord, 
Let us lay it to heart that “we wres- 
tle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against wicked spirits In 
heavenly places, and that we need 
nothing less than the whole armor of 
God that we may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil (&ph, vi.

Injured when Gas Explodes, 


Seven people were injured and the 
lives of a score of others endangered by 
a terrific gas explosion in the basement 
ot the office butiding at Nos. 747 749-751 
Washington street, Boston, shortly before 


10.00 this morning. So foartul waa the 
shock that doors and windows were 
biown for hundreds of feet and panes 


of glass were shattered throughout the 
entire neighborhood, 

The entire building was shaken to its 
very foundation and practically all the 
panes olf glassware shattered. 

Mrs. Taylor, who was working in the 
rear of the millinery store, was blown 
across the room by the force and was 
badly bruised and frightened. A large 
square of glass, used in the floor, nearly 
three inches in thickness, was blown 
through the skylight in the room and 
landed in the street several hunded feet 
distant,

The explosion blew out the huge panes 
of glass in the jewelry store of the

Knives Are Tiny Saws. 

Knives, io matter how carefully 
sharpened, are little saws, The grind- 
Ing away of the steel, done by the 
stone, is not an even work, but when 
the edge geis thin is a process of tear 
ing away tiny bits of steel by the grit 
of the stone, This tearing makes the 
teeth. A fine Stone makes fine teeth, a 
coarse stone coarse teeth, A carving 
knife used on meat is sharpened on a 
coarse stone or a steel and has coarse 
teeth, although its edge is thick, Its 
action in parting the meat is more that 
of a saw than a fine wedge. No matter 
how soft It may be it will not cut 
easily unless it is drawn over the meat 
and not simply pressed down, A razor, 
however, with its paperlike edge, will 
cut into flesh with a simple pressure. 
It is n wedge dividing the fibers of 
flesh just as a wedge of fron divides 
the fibers of the log it splits. But a 
razor is a saw, too, only as it is ground 
on the finest stones and later finished 
With a leather strap, its teeth are very 
fine Indeed— hundreds and hundreds to 
the Inch of blade.—C, H, .Claudy tn St.

Curious Old Bill. 

A bill for the materials with which 
to burn Cranmer and his fellow mar- 
tyrs is probably the most curious and 
buggestive document ever presented 
for payment. ‘The execution of Latt- 
mer and Ridley took place on Oct, 16, 
1555, while Cranmer did not suffer 
until March 21 of the following year. 

The memorandum of the bill is in- 
cluded in the book which was found 
by Strype when he wrote his “Memoirs 
of Archbishop Cranmer” in 1698, in 
which the expenses of the martyrs 
were entered during their imprison- 
ment. This book is probably some- 
where among the manuscripts of Ox- 
ford unlyersity, now a grim, matter of 
fact witness to the fanatical hatred of 
the day. 

The following are exact transcripts 
from the bills by the person who had 
charge of the funeral pyres: 

“Paid for the burning of Archbishop 
Cranmer and his two fellow sufferers, 
Ridley and Latimer; For one hundred 
of wood fagots, 6s.; for one hundred 
and a half of furze fagots, 3s. 4d.; to 
the carriage of them, 8d.; to two labor- 
ers, Is, 4d.; to three loads of wood 
fagots to burn Ridley and Latimer, 
12s.; item, one load of furze fagots, 
8s, 4d.; for carriage of these four loads, 
item, a post, 1s. 4d.; item, for 
chains, 3s. 4d.; item, for staples, 6d.; 
item, for laborers, 4d.""—Scrap Book,

An Optical Illusion. 

An interesting optical experiment 
may be made with the ordinary incan- 
descent light.

President Frederick VP. Fish in. the} 


annual re of the American Tele- 
ay | and Telegraph Company which 
ias just been issued shows that the 
Bell companies had a total of 3,068,833 
telephone stations in the United States 
at the end of the year 1906 as againat 
2,528,715 stations at the close of 1905 
There were in use, for exchange and 
toll service, 7,468,905 miles of wire of 
which 1,688,987 miles were added during 
the year, there figures not including the 
mileage of wire operated by sub-licensee 


companies. Lo 1906, the Bell companies 
handled a daily average of 16,940,000 
connections, or at the rate of about 


5,455,000,000 per year, being 64 telephone 
calls for each man, woman and child in 
the United States. There was expended 
by the Bell companies in the United 
States for new conatruction, including 
exchanges, toll lines, land and buildings, 
$79,366,049 as against $50,780,906 in 1906, 
The grand total of expenditures upon 
the properties during the seven years 
beginning with 1900 has been $298,914,255. 

Burivg the year the Bell companies in 
the United States offset the depreciation 
which would otherwise bave taken place 
in the value of the lines and equipment 
by expending $32,814,668 for maintenance 
and revowal of plant. This expenditure 
was independent of that for new con- 
atruction, It was made from the earn- 
ings of the properties and was charged 
to expenses, The report states that as 
a result of this expenditure the plant is 
in a better condition than ever before 
and could not now be reproduced for 
leas than $70,000,000 in excess of its cost. 

Yoar by year the plant is becoming of 
it more permanent character and nearly 
all of it is now of a type which need 
hot be replaced until it is worn out. 
Throughout the country the business of 
the Bell companies is supported by a 
satisfactory plant, a good organigation,

President Fish devotes a portion of 
the report to a statement of the way in 
which the growth of the system is being 
provided for. He says that in the earlier 
stages Of the system’s development it 
seemed consistent with sound policy to

In reference to competing telephone 
companies it is stated that, as far as 
can be learned, they are, with few ex- 
ceptions, making no relative gain; that 
comparatively few competitive 
have been established within the 
few years and that investors are ap 
pareatly less inclined than formerly to 


In recounting the financial operations 
of the year, the report stays that the 
gross revenue of all the Bell companies 
in the United States, taken as a whole. 
and excluding duplications was over 
$114,000,000. These figures do not. in- 
clude the revenues of the Bell Company 
of Canada nor the Western Electric 
Company. In spite of the abnormal 
financial conditions, which inyolved 
unusual interest charges, the very great 
Investment in construction, much of

Having tfe cholee of an Baster les- 
son instead of a review of the quarter, 
we gladly chose the resurrection story, 
though in the review there is resurree 
tion also, in the cherubim, In Noah and 
his family coming safely through the 
Waters of Judgment to a new earth, ip 
the giving back of Isane, ete, The 
very first assurance of a deliverer 
(Gen, iil, 15) has in it the resurrection, 
as well as the suffering of the de 
liverer, 

Instead of taking the verses assigned 
as a lesson from this marvelous resur 
rection chapter, we prefer to take the 
Whole chapter, noticing, to begin with, 
the effect that the resurrection of 
Christ when truly received will have 
upon the believer—he will be steadfast, 
unmovable, always abounding in the 


work of the Lord, knowing that his 
labor is never in vain In the Tord 
(verse 58), because he is identified 


with One who Is allve forevermore and 
has all power in heaven and on earth. 

The first portion of the chapter, to 
verse 19, states fully the gospel empha- 
sizing six of the ten or twelve resur- 
rection appearances of Christ and 
proving that, apart from His resurrec- 
tion, there Is no gospel, no salvation, 
no forgiveness of sins, nothing to 
preach, The gospel Is simply stated In 
verses 3 and 4—Christ died for our 
sins, He was burled, He rose again the 
third day, and all this according to the 
Seriptures. It is written in Acts x, 43, 
“To Him give all the prophets witness, 
that through His name whosoever be- 
lieveth In im shall receive remission 
of sins.” On that great resurrection 
day we read that Christ sald to the 
two with whom He walked to Im- 
maus, “Ought not Christ to have suf- 
fered those things and to enter Into 
His glory?’ And, beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, He expounded un- 
to them In all the Seriptures the things 
concerning hLims@lf (Luke xxiv, 26, 27). 

The same evening as He went with 
the eleven He indorsed Moses and the 
prophets and the psalms and opened 
their understanding that they might 
understand the Seriptures and sald, 
“Thus It Is written and thus It be- 
hooved Christ to suffer and to rise 
from the dead the third day and that 
repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in His name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem” 
(Luke xxiv, 44-47). Unless Tis resur- 


rection means so much to us that we | 


long to preach the gospel to every 
creature, it is evident that we have 
not yet been endued with power from 
on high. We must so see Jesus risen 
and glorified that we shall fall to zero 
in our own estimation and learn to say 
truly, “Not I, but the grace of God, 
which was with me” (I Cor, xv, 9, 10). 
Then, as to our message, we must re- 
ceive it from God as Paul did (verse 8), 
See also Jer. i, 7-0; John xil, 49, for 
anything that comes merely from our- 
selves will count for nothing. 

Then the gospel that does not In- 
elude the resurrection of the bellever 
and our subsequent reign with Him till 
all enemies shall be put under Him, 
even death itself, ts not a full gospel 
(verses 21-28). By the first Adam 
came sin and death, by the last Adam 
came life and resurrection, and all who 
are Christ's shall have resurrection 
bodies at his coming (verse 23).
